ported as probably the world's lars- 
est deposit of radium, annouiyed 
in Petrograd today by the Radium 
Institute, will prove a “tremendous 
addition to science and a boon to 
the masses,’ it was declared at 
the offices of the New York Radium 
Institute today. 

Belief was expressed that the 
price of radium, as a result of this 
discovery, might be brought to the 
point where it could be put into 
every hospital in the land and 
made available to tRe masses. More 
than thirty states, it was said, have 
no supply of radium and it was 
estimated that the element is not 
used in more than 10 per cent of 
the cancer cases it might cure. 

Last fall radium prices tumbled 
from $110,000 a gram to $75,000 
when it became known that radium 
bearing ore in extensive quantities 
had been discovered in the Belgium 
Congo, Africa. 

The world’s supply of radium 
was estimated last July at eight 
ounces, of which three and one- 
half ounces had been extracted in 
America, three ounces having been 
retained in this country.

I would not have the people 
who read what I say think I mean 
that most of the people in the 
North American crowds are not 
fair. Ut is only of the few I 
speak, the few covards that can 
be found in all great crowds who 
scream and hiss, the few like 
those who shouted insults at poor 
[crvant. the Frenchman, when he 
was fighting at his best and haviae 
his championship taken from him. 

To those who think I might he 
discouraged because the crowd i« 
against me I would say do not bet 
againet me on that account. I do 
not speak English, so the shouts 
of a hostile crowd here are nut . 
so liable to bother me as the cries 
of an inimical crowd of Spanish- 
speaking people. Many, many 
timew I have fought before Span- 
ish-speaking crowds, which were 
almost all against me, and when I 
could understand ail that was said. 


GREAT RIVALRY 
You may know that there is the 
most great rivalry between Argen- 
tine and Chile. One time I fought 
in Chile before a crowd of 12,- 


000 people and at least 11,500 of 
them were screaming insults at me 
from the beginning. I did not pay 
attention except te feel good that 
I was a sufficiently dangerous 
fighter to make all those wear me 
so much that they screamed bad 
names at me. It will not be a new 
thing for me to fight before a 
— which does not wish that I 
win. 

Perhaps the feeling against me 
here is more keen than it would 
be against a European because I 
amnot more nearly the neighbor. 
Sometimes I think it is forgotten 
that I.am as much an American 
as you who read this. You are 
North Americary\ I am South 
American. For many years no. 
most of the world’s championships 
have been treld by citizens of North 
America. It is a thought of great 
pride to me that I am the first 
fighter from South America to 
fight for the world's championship 
in any class. 


FORTUNATE 
If I am so fortuna te that I 


win I will be proud that the great- 
est prize to be won by a prize 
fighter does not leave American 
hands, but goes only from North 
America to South America. I have 
had read to me accounts In some 
newspapers saying that I was hav- 
ing trouble with my left arm. Some 
have said that I had neuritis and 
others that I was bothered with 
rheumatism. The truth is that I 
strained the muscles in left 
arm in practicing a new method of 
using it. It was just a little sore 
for two days, but ie all right 
again.

me her story—probably the saddest 
story I had ever heard. 

The expedition landed in high 
spirits on September 16, 1921, and 
erected the first camp about four 
miles east of Doubtful Harbor and 
posting the proclamation, a copy of 
which we had already found. Their 
first concern was the killing of 
game to supply meat for them- 
selves and their dogs and thus save 
to as great an extent as possible the 
stores which they had brought 
with them from Nome. There were 
plenty of polar bears and foxes on 
the islands, besides seals and wal- 
rus on the floes. 

They killed a considerable num- 
ber of polar bears, but for some 
unexplained reason they had neg- 
lected to include an umiak, or wal- 
rus-hide boat, in their outfit, and 
consequently were unable to get 
any walrus. The latter could be 
seen sunning themselves on the ice 
cakes, but out of range. and the 
heavy dory which thev had 
brought was of no use in navigat- 
ing waters filled with floating ice 
cakes. So they were forced to 
stand impotently on the beach 
and see tons of food just beyond 
their reach, 

However, they were able to get 
some seals and with the polar bear 
meat which they already had they 
felt secure for the winter, Zor 
they had brought sufficient food 
with them to do a year at a pinch. 
But while they waited for suf- 
ficient snow to enable them to 
transport their polar bear meat to 
camp the greater part of it was 
eaten by foxes and bears. Thus, 
by November 16, after only two 
months’ stay on the island, they 
ran entirely out of meat and were 
forced to share the provisions 
which they had brought from out- 
side with the dogs. 


FOOD I8 SHORT 
The winter darkness was coming 
and further hunting was difi- 
cult. They believed that they 
would be able to get through until 
spring without much hardship. But 
when spring came they found that 
most of their food had gone. About 
all that was left of the — 
brought with them from ome 
Was a certain amount of pilot 
bread. 

They were able, however, to get 
more seals in the spring, and a 
couple of walrus that happened to 
come close enough to the shore for 
them to secure the carcasses. These, 
with crowbills and other birds, fox, 
seal and an occasional polar bear, 
together with remnants of the pilot 
bread, kept them going until the 
middle of the summer, when they 
began to look forward to the ar- 
rival of the promised relief ship. 
Knight and Crawford made a num- 
ber of exploring trips to various 
parts of the island during the 
year. and all did their utmost to 
employ their time as profitably -as 
possible and keep up the morale of 
the party. 

The summer passed and autewn 
came. There were times when the 
ice seemed clear and a ship could 
get through. At other times the 
ice hugged the land and it was 
realized that any attempt to get 
thre@ch at such times must result 
in failure. It was not. 


that hope of succor was entirely 
abandoned. Then it was realized 
that a second winter must be 
passed on Wrangell Island. The 
arst had been an interesting ad- 
venture. The hardship had not 
been particularly great, 
would have been speedily forgotten 
had relief come when . expected. 
Another winter under leas favor- 
different matter. Gut there was 
no alternative.

They laid in what meat they 


On 
November 15, 1922, they moved 
their camp to Doubtful Harbor, 
where there was a plentiful supply 
of driftwood, and they would thus 
not need to use their fat for fuel.

Crawford and his 
companions carried their food, con- 
sisting principally of pilot bread 
and seal oil, on a sied drawn by 
five dogs. They intended to con- 
tinue their efforts to reach Siberia 
at all costs as there was little use 
in returning to the island. They had 
left Ada and Knight with sufficient 
food to last them tlll spring with 
care and their return would only 
jeopardize the safety of the entire 
party. 

Ada nursed Knight until he died 
on June 22. His condition had be- 
come so grave by spring that the 
opportunity to secure fresh food 
with the break up of the ice came 
too late.

‘The matter of utilizing Cali- 
fornia’s great supplies of iron ore 
often has been discussed,” says C. 
A. Logan, division engineer of the 
State Mining Bureau, in charge 
of the main northern branch of 
the bureau. “During the eighties 
the blast furnace at the Hotaling 
iron mine, near Clipper Gap, in 
Placer county, produced a very 
high-grade pig iron, using ore ard 
limestone mined.on the property 
and charcoal made on the adjoin- 
ing land. 

“The lack of coking coal has 
been a serious impediment to the 
growth of an iron smelting indue- 
try in California. The present 
price of electric current is said 
to be too high for smelting ore 
in large quantities, although a esuc- 
cess metallurgically as applied by 
the Noble Electric Stee] Company 
and the Southern Pacific, With the 
exception of the Hotaling .mine 
there has not been enough work 
done on the known edeposits to 
give am idea of the amount vf 
ore available. 

“Estimates indicate that six de- 
posits in the State have available 
about 100,000,000 tans of ore of 
high grade, of which about 60,- 
000,00 tons are in the Fagle 
Mountains in Riverside county, 
and about 30,000,000 tons in the 
Minarets region in Madera coun- 
ty. There are numerouy other de- 
posits in Northern California.” 


MUNICIPAL BONDS 


Following a decline from $168,- 
000,000 in. June to $54,000,000 in 
July, total sales of State and muni- 
cipal bonds in August again 
reached 63,710,718. Not in years, 
reports the Daily Bond Buyer of 
New York, has the municipal bond 
business been so inactive. 

The only large offering of new 
bonds, a $15,900,000 State of Il- 
linois 4 1-2 per cent soldiers’ bonus 
issue, did not sell although a num- 
ter of the biggest dealers in that 
type of bond we prepared to under- 
write the loan provided the State 
would entertain a reasonable bid.

FOUND LITTLE LAKE 

“On April 21 we discovered a 
little fresh-water iake at the foot 
of an isolated mountain, There 
I gave my caravan one day's rest. 
On the shore of thé lake the cam- 
ela grazed for the last time. Ac- 
cording to the maps of Eastern 
Turkestan existing, we ought to 
have 100 miles going due east in 
the direction of the Khotan River. 


‘The course of the rivers was known 


before, but in the desert between 
them nobody had ever been before. 
I calculated that we coyld easily 
made the distance in ten days and, 


Lin accordance herewith I ordered 


my men to fill the iron tanks with 
water for ten days’ march. 

“They took water for only fouf 
days and therefore the greater 
part of the desert crossing became 
a terrible struggle for life. For 


march to the Khotan River. 
“April 23 we left the lake and 
started into the worst part of the 
desert. After a couple of hours 
we were surrounded by sand dunes 
twenty-five feet high. They gradu- 
ally increased in height to 100 feet 
before evening. We marched very 
slowly, carefully seeking the softly 
rounded stones of the dunes, hus- 
banding the strength of the cam- 
els as much as possible. We 
camped at dusk at a place between 
the dunes where the last two tam- 
arisk bushes were growing. A land- 
scape of grand and fascinating 
beauty surrounded us on all sides.

“Every one of us got only a 
few drops of water. The animals 
had not had a drop for several 
days.

Two million dollars in class “B” 
preferred stock, to provide funds 
for additions and bdetterments. 
NEW WHARFAGE 
These improvements, {ft was con- 
firmed yesterday by Mr. Greggs. 
will include 4800 feet of new 
wharves, 1500 feet of transit and 
storage sheds, several systems of 
railroad storage and  classifice- 
tion yards, paved roadways and 
added facilities for the expeditious 
handling of lumber and merchan- 


The Outer Harbor Dock and 
Wharf Company at present has 
5200 feet of wharves in service, 
with thirty-two feet of water at 
low tide, on Minor Fill, a private- 
ly-owned neck of reclaimed land 
fronting on the outer harbor. 

Watchhorn Basin, a deep-water 
estuary bounded by the two sides 
of Minor Fill, will also be dredged 
under the improvement program.

The tax on admissions is 1 cent 
for each 10 cents or fraction there- 
of of the price of admission. If the 


admission is 90 cents the tax is 9 
cents, a total of 99 cents. It the 
admission price is $1 cents, the tax 
is 10 cents, making a total of 


$1.01. So it 4s obviously a mathe- 
matical impossibility for $1 to in- 
clude admission and tax. 
Collector Goodce!l said he would 
make it possible for amusement 
managers to avoid penny change 
and collect a total of $1 including 
admission and tax. Under his rul- 
ing a ticket may be printed: “‘Ad- 
mission 91 cents, tax 10 cents, tota] 
1.01. Reduced price, including 
tax $1." This makes a total of only 
$1 to be collected. Of this amount 
10 cents must be paid to Uncle Sam 
as tax. The amusement man will 
have to lose 1 cent and the the- 
atergoer is 1 cent to the good.

PATHWAY OF PEACE 
Peace will come to Europe only when 


‘Ithe governments have less to do with one 


another and the peoples have more to do 
with one another. This truth has been ex- 
emplified a score of times in the last ten 
years. Each people must take care of itself 
or pass as a political entity, for a helpless 
nation. soon becomes a superfluous nation. 
Nature has set the example of eliminating 
the unessential, and human institutions that 
violate. natural laws are doomed to perish. 

In his address before the Canadian Bar 


Tuesday Secretary Hughes urged that peo- 
ples should look less to their governments 
and more to themselves, that each should 
be careful that it does not assert rights 
that conflict unduly with the other's inter- 


_jests. He suggested the creation of a “per- 


manent body of our most distinguished citi- 
zens, acting as a commission with equal 
representation of both the United States 
and Canada,” that might examine all ques- 
tions concerning “the bearing of one coun- 
try upon the interests of the other, to the 
end that each, protecting its own interests, 
would be so advised that it would avoid in- 
flicting unnecessary injury upon its neigh- 

Nowhere else in the world is there a no 
bler example of what may be accomplished 
by mutual co-operation to insure permanent 
peace and enduring prosperity than the rec-

has been a period of unbroken amity. Dur- 
ing the first half of that period Canada, 
backed by the power of the British.

There are Americans who have dreamed 
of a single self-governing people whose ter- 
ritory should extend from the frozen seas 
to the Isthmus of Panama; but never by 
forcible annexation.

As far as the peoples are concerned the 
boundary between this country and Canada 
has become almost an imaginary line. The 
atmosphere north of the border ig slightly 
more moist, and the people south of the 
border make use once in four years of the 
privilege of electing a President and an al- 
ternate; but the laws respecting the pro- 
tection and enjoyment of life and property 
are so similar that the average citizen 
never discovers the difference. 

Both countries have been uniformly pros- 
perous. They might be likened to adjoin- 
}ing estates where the owner of each is care 
ful not to trespass on the property of his 
neighbor. 

Secretary Hughes rfghtly said that: 

The application of force when there 
is disagreement means war, not peace; 
and then the basis of confidence, if 
found at all, is merely in the disparity 
of arms. There is no way to peace ex- 
cept as the will of peoples may open it. 
The way to peace is through agree- 
ment, not through force. 

When this lesson is learned by the peo 
ples of Europe, then, and only then, will 
the war.clouds vanish from its skies. A 
balance of power maintained by military 
force is purely a fictitious balance. So long 
as the will to peace is lacking, so long as 
one people casts covetous eyes on the pos- 
sessions of weaker neighbors, so long will 
war with its attendant horrors and mise- 
ries endure. 

Curiously enough, some of the organs of 
the “bitter-enders” have seized upon the 
words from the Secretary’s address just 
quoted and tried to read into them a change 
in opinion regarding the establishment of 
the World Court. Hopeless, indeed, must 
be the case of those who try to bolster it 
up«by such subterfuge. The argument used 
by the Secretary of State is but a reitera- 
tion of that used by our late President in 
support of the World Court, and it is so 
regarded by the Canadian press. Our Sec- 
retary of State is not a man who sets his 
course by a chart of political expédiency.

“Pauleilani,” the Hawaiian house 
name of the home of Princess Eliz- 
abeth and meaning “wreath of heav- 
enly flowers,” was a blaze of light. 

Entering, we found the walls of 
the outer hallway hung with “Ta- 
pa.” This tapa or paper cloth rep- 
resents one of the best arts of these 
islands and is made from the bark 
of trees, strips being said side by 
side, doubled and pounded until it 
is one great piece, firm and dur- 
able. In early days they were dyed 
with vegetable and mineral dyes, 
the choice of colors displayed 
showed a high artistic ability and 
a rare knowledge of chemical reac 
tions. Although an old art among 
the Polynesians, it remained for the 
patient Hawaiian women to carry 
the manufacture of paper cloth to 
the highest degree known among 
primitive peoples. | 

In the hall we were met by 
table Hawaiians whose swarthy 
skins fitted in well with a harmo 
nious background of braided mats 
and ornamental tapes. 

We were then brought to the 
Princess Elizabeth, who wore the 
“Leho” jewelry, a necklace, brace- 


yellow shelis caught together with 


Queen Kapiolani. 

This historical dress was the one 
‘worn by the Queen Kapiolani when 
she was bidden to the jubilee of 
Queen Victoria. Queen Victoria hav- 
ing sent word to Queen Kapiolani 
to wear her native dress, she chose 
a lovely- old Chinese brocade and 
appeared in the native “holoku” (a 
sort of ungathered Mother Hub- 
bard.) However, the gown worn 
by Princess Elizabeth upon this oc 
casion was remodeled to date from 
the many yards of material in the 
train of the “Holoku.” 

In almost barbaric splendor, with 
her quiet bearing and beautiful, 
low-speaking voice, one felt im- 
pressed with her regal dignity, the 
inheritance of a once great people. 
Congressman Curry carried upon 
his shoulders a cape or cloak, a 
Hawalian insignia of honor. These 
were of finest cut tissue paper in 
different colors, made to represent 
the exquisite feather capes of the 
early Hawaiian royalty, and indeed 
one had to look closely to discern 
that they were of paper instead of 
feathers. These were worn by the 
receiving party as well. 

With many ornaments and tro-

decked Hawalians, a truly cosmo- 
politan assemblage radiant with 
color and variety! 

A short distance away, looking 


dimly outlined in the dark, a small 
tropical island, as we waited for the 
program to begin. <A searchlight 
pointed out to us that this island 
was none else than a stage which 
had been improvised for our espe- 
clal benefit and was to serve as a 
setting for the Hawaiian Allegory 
which we were to see enacted. 
When everything was in readi- 
ness we beheld a princess and her 
court.

The 
aisles were formed by verdant

One hundred thousand automo- 
biles, worth $100,000,000 are stolen 
annually in the United States and 
30 per cent of this number is a 
total loss. 

This is the gigantic toll taken by 
car thieves, strippers, joy-riders 
and other criminals from thous- 
ands of automobile owners over 
the country. 

Automobile thieves may be di- 
vided into five classifications. 

Commercial thieves, who 
are ex-convicts and hardened 
criminals as a rule and who make 
a business of stealing cars, disguis- 
ing them.and selling them. Some 
of these commercial thieves make 
a fortune in a few years—and 
spend it. 

(2.) Strippers, who either di- 
vest a car of spare tires, moto- 
meters, spotlights and tools as it 


drive it to some secluded spot and 
strip it of every article of value. 
Strippers prey upon the very 
highest priced cars which have 
expensive accessories. The satrip- 
per will not take the automobile 
as a whole because he figures that 
a car is hard to disguise. while 
accessories have no distinguish- 
ing marks and may be peddled in 
|the very city where they have been 
stolen, 

(3.) “Travelers” are a class of 
automobile thieves consisting of 
buma, hoboes, traveling crooks, 
criminals fleeing from justice, or 
lawless persons who keep on the 
move because of wanderlust. 
They do not try to sell acces- 
sories of cars except incidentally, 
but drive them until they are 
ruined and then ditch them and 
pick up another. The traveler, as 
distinguished from the commercial

(4.) Other criminals such as 
robbers, thieves, embezzlers, etc., 
will steal a car, not to sell it 
to make a long journey with 
but merely to aid them in their 
crooked operations. 

Seventy-five per cent of all 
crimes committed now are  per- 
pertrated with the aid of an 
automobile. This type of thief wil!

It is estimated that 5000 cars a 
year are stolen in New York City 
alone; 1500 in Chicago, 3400 in De- 
troit, 2500 in Cleveland, while Los 
Angeles leads all coast cities with 
a theft of 1700 automobiles an- 
nually and a very small recovery. 

In the East, three-sevenths of 
all cars stélen are closed cars. In 
the West this percentage is not so 
high.

RECORDS IN 

CITY PASSED 

More Than $2,500,000 in 


Stolen Cars Reported so 
Far This Year 


All automobile theft records of 
previous years have been swept 
away by the activity of motor-car 
theft gangs in Los Angeles since 
January 1 this year, it Was an- 
nounced erday by the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern Califor- 
nia. 

Approximately $2,584,000 worth 
of autos have been taken to date. 
the report said. It predicts that 
this total will rise to $4,000,000 by 
December 1. 

For the same period last year. 


it was announced 1701 automobiles 


were stolen: this year's record 
shows 2854, an increase of 1153. 
The average has been approx- 


j imately 356 cars a month., Out of 


the 2854 cars stolen this year, 1697 
have been recovered. In the same 
period last year, 1028 of the total 
of 1701 were found. 

During August 375 # =machines 
were reported missing as against 
218 in the same month of 1922. 

The cause’ Mainly gross care- 
lessness on the part of motorists, 
the club report avers. The club 
advises the locking of every ma- 
chine wherever it is parked—even 
though but for a few moments. 

Another thing-—private garage 


owners who have rented parking 


space to machines owned outside 
of their household have been no- 
toriously lax im reporting the fact, 
according to law, the club officials 
say. And automobile thieves have 
a habit of renting obscure private 
garages for the storage of stolen 
machines until such time as they 
ean be remodeled.
